Two  estimates  of  the  copulation  at  the 
middle  of  1918  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General - 
one,  to  be  used  for  the  calculation  of  the  (civilian) 
death-rate,  is  15,255,  end  is  an  estimate  of  the 
civilian  population;  and  the  other,  17093,  io  an  estimate 
of  the  total  population  and.  Is  used  for  Vie  calculation 
of  the  birth-rate. 

This  would  appear  to  be  a fairly  reliable 
estimate  as  the  local  Food  Office  in  July  issued  15,391 
Ration  Books  to  persons  resident  in  the  district,  and  in 

November  15367.

The  births  belongin'--  to  the  district  were 
240  (males  129,  females  111),  equal  to  a birth-rate  of 
1*1.0  ter  1C00  of  the  population.  The  birth-rate  last 
year  was  15.8,  and  the  average  rate  for  the  previous 
10  years  was  24.1. 

Thu  number  of  illegitimate  births  vras  14 
(males  7,  females  7),  being  5,81  of  the  total  births. 

The  birth-rate  for  3n -land  & Wales  for  1918 

was  17.7. 


DEATHS. 

The  deaths  (civilian)  assigned  to  the  district 
were  261  (males  153,  females  128),  equal  to  a death-rate 
of  17.1  per  1000  of  the  population.  Of  these  deaths,  223 
occurred  in  the  district  and  38  in  Institutions  or  other 
premises  outside  the  district. 

The  death-rote  for  1917  was  13.5,  and  the 

average  for  the  previous  10  years  14.8. 

The  death-rate  for  Un  land  & Wales  was 

17.6  in  1918. 

It  will  bo  noticed  that  the  death-rate 
exceeds  the  birth-rate  by  3.1  per  1000  of  the  population. 

This  is  the  first  occasion,  according  to  the  available 
records,  that  the  death-rate  has  exceeded  the  birth-rate.

Four  deaths  were  uncertified. 


The  increased  death-rate  is  chiefly  due  he  the 
tv.o  epidemics  of  Influenza  which  occurred  during  the  year, 
64  deaths  being  certified,  as  directly  attributable  to  this 
disease,  being  24, 5L/o  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  district,  ' 
and  a rate  of  4,1  per  100C  of  the  population*  ' 

The  disease  first  became  prevalent  during  June, 
remaining  acute  during  July,  and.  diminished  early  in 
August,  The  second  outbreak  commenced,  early  in 

October,  becoming  very  acute  during  the  whole  of 
November  and  diminished  early  in  December, 

Both  outbreaks  were  widespread  and  not  confined  to 
any  particular  part  of  the  district,  or  industry. 

All  Gchoolc  were  closed  from  July  3rd  to  14th  both 
date 3 inclusive,  but  no  school  closure  was  adopted  during 
t?ie  second  epidemic.

(males  12,  females  11),  he  in?  8,9#  of  the  total  deaths 
for  the  district  and  equal  to  an  infantile  death-rate 
of  95  per  1000  births.  The  rate  in  1917  was  06,  tand 
the  average  rate  for  the  previous  10  years  was  117* 

The  rate  for  England  6c  Wales  in  1918  is  given  as  97* 

Of  these  23  deaths,  10  (or  43,40}  occurred  during  the 
first  four  weeks  of  life,  6 cf  this  number  being  under 

1 week  old. 

The  Registrar-General  does  not  give  the  causes  of 
death  but  I find  from  our  local  returns  the  following  are 
certified  to  be  the  causes:- 

premature  birth  5,  bronchitis  & pneumonia  4, 
gastrc -enteritis  3,  whooping-cough  3,  gastritic  1 
convulsions  1,  congenital  83nih.il is  1,  influenza  1, 
other  defined  diseases  4, 

It  ad  11  be  observed  that  premature  birth  was  the 
oause  of  death  in  5 instances , being  31 , 7#  of  the  total 
deaths  under  one  year.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  have 
shown  a gratifying  decrease  during  recent  years  being 
1917  37,6#,  1916  42.1#,  1915  47.4#, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  5 years  of  age  was 
50,  being  19,1#  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  district. 

The  percentage  of  these  deaths  has  also  gradually  decreased 
during  recent  :^ears,  being  1917  21.4#,  1916  24.7#,  1915  25.8#, 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  has  continued  to 
develop,  and  the  Child  7v  elf  are  Centre  is  open  each  Wednesday 
afternoon  in  the  Lecture  Kali  of  the  Free  Library,  Oldham 
Road.  It  was  open  on  51  occasions  during  the  year,  the 
average  number  of  children  attending  at  ea.ch  opening  being  43 f 

The  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  each  alternate 
V/ednesday,  26  attendances  being  made  during  1916.  . 

Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  supply  of  milk 
in  necessitous  cases  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
children  under  5 years  of  age,  and  the  District  Council  have 
decided  to  pay  the  fees  of  Midwives  and  Medical  men  called 
in  to  attend  confinements  in  necessitous  cases.

All  births  notified  have  been  visited  and  the 
infants  were  found  to  be  fairly  z y/ivi. s factory  considering 
the  very  trying  period  we  have  passed  through.  The  usual 
leaflet  and  card  have  been  given,  and  suitable  instruction 
to  mothers  with  respect  to  the  general  care  of  the  baby  end 
herself.  # 

In  consequence  of  the  scarcity  and  high  price  of 
new  milk,  condensed  milk, and  other  infant  foods,  the 
feeding  of  babies  is  a most  difficult  problem,  but  the 
patent  foods  ancl  condensed  milk  obtainable  through  our 
Child  Welfare  Centre  have  greatly  alleviated  the  anxie  ty 
of  parents,  particularly  was  this  the  case  during  the  acute 
shortage  of  these  foods  during  the  Autumn  and  Winter  of  1918, 
when  special  supplies  of  condensed  milks  were  obtained  for 
the  Centre,  Also  a considerable  number  of  Milk  Priority 
Cards  ware  granted  through  the  local  Pood  Office. 


The  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  cases  wore  attended  and 
nursed  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  their 
respective  Doctors,  with  good  results. 

All  earns  of  Measles  were  duly  visited  and  the 
necessary  instruction  given  as  to  isolation,  medical 
assistance,  eta,  but  many  Parents  still  regard  this  disease 
as  only  a trivial  ailment  and  are  apt  to  be  careless  and 
indifferent  until  the  real  danger  Is  pointed  out  to  them. 


I have  interviewed  a number  of  expectant  mothers 
and  my  advice  is  much  appreciated .

The  number  of  oases  removed  go  Vlesthulme  Hospital 

was  5;-  diphtheria  2,  scarlet  fever  1. 
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There  were  2 deaths  front  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  equal  to  a rate  of  7*9  per  1000  oases J the  causes 
of  death  being  measles  1,  scarlet  fever  1. 

The  deaths  from  the  non -notifiable  infective  diseases 
were  10:-  whooping  oough  6,  diarrhoea  4. 

The  total  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
Wore  12,  equal  to  a zymotic  deatli-rate  of  0.78  per  1000  of 
the  population,  as  against  1.2  in  1917. 

With  rep  arc!  to  Measles  an  outbreak  occurred  during 
April,  May,  and  June,  being  oonfined  to  the  Higher  Ward,  and 
it  was  found  advisable  to  close  the  Infants  Department  of 
Minor  Street  Council  School  from  April  11th  to  22nd,  both 
dates  inclusive.  The  outbreak  extended  to  the  Lower 
Ward  in  July.  A further  outbreak  occurred  during  October 
and  November  in  both  Wards,  but  it  v/as  not  thought  desirable 
to  adopt  any  school  closure. 

Most  of  the  cases  were  found  to  bo  of  a mild  type 
and  only  one  death  from  this  disease  occurred  during  the 
year. 


During  the  year  111  notifications  were  received, 

70  being  primary  and  41  supplemental.  These  refer  to 
70  oases,  56  being  pulnioneu^  and  14  non -pulmonary . 

The  deaths  from  tuberculorsis,  of  persons  belonging 
to  the  district  were  28,  equal  to  10, 7$  of  the  total  deaths 
and  a tuberculosis  death-rate  of  1.8  per  1000  of  the 
population.  The  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(phthisis)  were  16,  equal  to  a phthisis  death-rate  of 
1,04  T>er  1000  of  the  population,  and  non-pulmonary  13, 
giving  a death-rate  of  0.76  per  1000. 

The  number  of  local  oases  treated  in  Sanatoria  was  18.

Y7ith  regard  to  Housing,  the  need  for  a considerable 
number  of  now  houses  in  the  district  is  generally  recognised, 
and  the  District  Council  have  appointed  a special  Housing 
Sub -Committee  to  consider  the  provision  .of  such  houses. 

Other  pressing  requirements  of  the  district  ore:- 
Abolition  of  p»il  *,nd  privy  closets  and  substitution  of 
fresh  water-closets. 

Abolition  of  fixed  ashpits  and  privy  middens  and  the 
substitution  of  portable  meted  ashbins. 

More  suitable  methods  for  the  disposal  of  house  refuse. 

Proper  making  up  of  streets  and  passages.

It  was  found  necessary  in  8 instances  to  supply  portable 
metal  ashbins  on  default  of  owners  served  with  notices  under 
Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1875,  the  costs  being  * 
recovered  in  each  case. 


SUCKS  OBSERVATIONS . 

II o systematic  observations  ‘“ere  taken  but  in  one  or  two 
instances  I found  it  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  firms  to 
excessive  emissions  of  dense  black  smoke.  Fuel  and  labour 
difficulties  were  pleaded  in  mitigation  of  this  nuisance. 

Much  nuisance  and  annoyance  was  regularly  caused  by  the 
emission  of  dense  volumes  of  smoke  from  steam  waggons  passing 
along  Oldham  Road  and  the  attention  of  the  Police  Authorities  was 
called  to  the  matter,  but  in  consequence  of  war  conditions 
prosecutions  were  not  instituted. 

The  taking  out  of  summonses  for  the  f ring  of  dwelling- 
house  chimneys  was  again  suspended.

HOUSING. 


No  new  houses  were  certified  for  habitation  and  none  are  in 
dcmrse  of  erection  at  present. 

A special  Housing  Subcommittee  of  the  Council  are  considering 
this  provision  of  new  houses  in  the  district. 

No  systematic  house  to  house  inspections  wore  made. 

The  appeal  of  the  owner  of  the  cottages  Nos.  114a  to  122, 
Oldham  Hoad  against  Closing  Orders  made  in  February  1915  has  not 
yet  been  decided  owing  to  the  prevailing  war  conditions.

FOOD  PREPARING  PREMISES. 


The  31  bakehouses  were  kept  under  observation  and  the  general 
condition  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 


There  are  seven  licensed  slaughterhouses  In  the  district  but 
in  consequence  of  food  control  arrangements  little  slaughtering  was 
done  in  the  district,  the  meat  supply  having  to  be  obtained  direct 
from  tho  Manchester  Markets. 


Approximately  COO  lbs.  of  meat  was  surrendered  such  being 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  I also  found  it  necessary 
to  condemn  a number  of  tins  of  corned  beef  find  condensed  milk  and  a 
quantity  of  fruit,  which  were  unsound. 
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There  are  12  ear*sihe&s  at  10  farms  in  the  district  (one  farm 
became  vacant  at  the  close  of  the  year  knd  has  not  "been  re-occupied) 
and  14  premises  where  milk  is  cold  by  retail  over  the  counter.

All  the  houses  where  c&ses  of  infectious  diseases  ( except 
meaSloS)  were  notified  were  visited  by  me  and  during  home  treatment 
were  kept  under  observation.  The  instructions  given  appeared  to  be 
carried  out  and  no  case  of  exposure  was  found* 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  41  rooms  in  35  premises,  and  26 
lots  of  bedding  were  disinfected  by  steam. 

Uiiere  walls  and  ceilings  of  infected  rooms  are  Very  dirty  or  paper 
loose,  stripping  is  required.

The  new7  chute  constructed  at  Shaw  Head  Farm*  Lord  Lone,  f*r 
the  purpose  of  passing  nightsoil  collected  from  pails  direct  into 
the  Council's  sewer,  was  put  into  operation  on  July  2nd.  1918,  and 
to  the  end  of  the  year  334  barrels  had  been  so  disposed  of.  The 
chute  is  working  satisfactorily  but  owing  to  the  situation  a longer 
time  per  week  is  required  to  clear  the  pails  of  the  district. 

All  nightsoil  from  pail  closets  is  now  juiesed  down  the 
shutc  and  the  services  of  a permanent  man  at  the  tips  for  mixing 
purposes,  have  been  dispensed  with.
